Architecture  in  the  past  decade  has  been  undergoing  many  changes. 
These  represent  a  growing  awareness  on  the  part  of  architects  to  new 
considerations  (not  traditionally  considered  the  concern  of  architecture) 
directly  related  to  the  development  of  design  solutions.  These  develop- 
ments (developments  in  such  areas  as  methodology,  behavior,  and  perception) 
are  causing  a  change  in  the  profession  of  architecture  and  the  education  of 
architects.   The  architect  can  no  longer  remain  an  isolated  dilettante  and 
survive;  he  must  be  aware  of  current  developments  in  other  fields  related 
directly  to  his  profession.   It  will  be  the  effective  integration  of  these 
developments  in  related  fields  which  will  allow  architects  to  make  more 
effective  responses  in  their  design  solutions. 

The  intention  of  this  bibliography  is  to  provide  an  overview  to  some 
of  the  new  developments  influencing  architectural  design.   The  bibliography 
by  no  means  represents  a  totally  complete  or  comprehensive  source  to  all 
the  new  developments  in  fields  relating  to  architecture.   There  are  four 
major  subject  headings  to  the  material  contained  here.   None  of  the  subject 
headings  contain  a  complete  or  total  listing  of  material  available  in  that 
area.   The  intention  is  to  provide  a  basic  background  in  each  area  from 
which  further  individual  investigation  should  occur.   The  majority  of  the 
listings  herein  refer  specifically  to  factors  influential  to  the  process  of 
architectural  design. 
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The  four  subject  headings  are:   1)  A  Background  to  the  Forces  Influe- 
ncing Architectural  Design,  2)  Methodology  and  Architectural  Eesign,  3) 
Behavior  and  Architectural  Design,  and  4)  Perception  and  Architectural 
Design.   The  first  subject  area  contains  a  potpourri  of  reference  material 
providing  a  historical  and  theoretical  background  to  architectural  design. 
The  section  on  methodology  provides  references  to  the  varying  methods 
applicable  to  the  design  process.  The  behavior  section  refers  to  how  the 
understanding  of  human  behavior  relates  to  the  formulation  of  architec- 
tural solutions.  The  last  section,  perception,  has  reference  to  the 
learning,  thinking,  creating,  and  understanding  processes  related  to 
architecture.  The  last  three  sections  are  synopses  of  the  available 
material  in  each  area,  and  are  more  directed  to  the  particulars  of 
architectural  design. 

This  bibliography  was  prepared  for  use  by  those  most  directly 
interested  in  the  field  of  architecture;  students,  educators,  and  practicing 
professionals.  The  compiler  of  this  bibliography  would  welcome  any  and  all 
comments,  criticisms,  additions,  and  deletions  of  this  list.
